Washington/!). C., June 21.—Strong 
pressure 
is

brought to bear upon General Carranza by representatives of Eu- 


ropean powers to prevent him from forcing a break with, the 


United States. Indirecct reports reaching the state department 


today told of these efforts and said there Was a possibility they 


would be successful. 


Agencies of the entente allies are understood to be active for 


peace, particularly .because they believe 
German influence 
has 


sought to inflame the Mexican government 
against the United 


States with a view to preventing this country from gathering in 


trade formerly controlled by Germany in Mexico, South and Cen- 


tral America. It is pointed out that Carranza night avoid war by 


calling for an international commission to discuss the border situa- 


tion as provided for in the treaty of 1848. So far, however, no 


suggestion for such a step has come'from Mexico. 


A definite statement has :been received that General Carranza 


is doing all in his power at this time to protect Americans in Mexi 


co from an attack by the populace. He is said to have given 


Special Agent Eodgers in Mexico City all the aid in his power in 


arranging for trains to carry American refugees from the interior 


to Vera Cruz. In some quarters here this was construed as evi- 


dence that he is not bent upon provoking hostilities. 


The state department had no advices bearing out these indi- 


cations except that of Special Agent Eodgers announcing the pro- 


gress of his efforts to get American citizens out. With the 
full 


consent of the Carranza authorities he said he had the promise of 


protection of attacks from bandits. 


Mr. Eodgers added that he and his diplomatic associates in 


the Mexican capital would be given every assurance of safe con- 


duct and protection on their trip to the coast if it became necessary 


for them to leave.. The corps of American newspaper correspond- 


ents have decided to remain with Mr. Eodgers until such time as 


he may find it necessary to leave.

High officials here admitted privately they look for war, although care was taken to avoid any formal expressions or acts which might appear forerunners of a , 
declaration of war The only answer required from General Carranza is action, suppressing outlaw treatment of Americans, and officials feared against hope that this would not be done.
